VER since W hittier wro te "B ar­ 
bara Frietcbie” histo rians hav e 
discu ssed the tru th o f the inci­ 
dent described in his mo st fa­ 
mo u s p o em. There has been discu ssio n 
p ro au d co n iu literary and histo rical 
circles fo r fifty y ears. 
It is left to a 
cu rrent magazine to shed new light o n 
this interesting q u estio n. 
The Picto ­ 
rial Rev iew p rints in its December 
nu mber the seco nd installment o f "The 
Lo v e Letters o f a Co nfederate Gen­ 
eral,” w ritteu fifty y ears ago and no w 
p u blished fo r the first time, iu which 
an ep iso de v ery similar to that o f Bar­ 
bara Frietcbie is described in a letter 
which General Geo rge E. Pickett wro te 
to his sweetheart, who later became 
his wife. 
It will be o f interest to 
ev ery stu dent o f American histo ry 
The letter fo llo ws: 


Greenca stle, Pa ., J une 24. 1863. 
I never could quite enjoy being a “ con­ 
quering hero." 
No, 
my dea r, there is 
som ething ra dica lly w rong a bout m y hur- 
ra hism. 
I ca n fight for a ca u se 1 know 
to be just, ca n risk m y own life a nd the 
lives in m y keeping without a thought of 
the consequences, but when w e’ve con­ 
quered, w hen w e ’ve downed the enem y 
a nd won the victory, I don’t wa nt to hur­ 
ra h. 
I w a nt to go off a ll by m yself a nd 
be sorry for them —w a nt to lie down in the 
gra ss a w a y off in the w oods som ewhere 
or in som e lone va lley on the hillside fa r 
from a ll hum a n sound a nd rest m y soul 
a nd put m y hea rt to sleep a nd get ba ck 
som eth in g—I don’t know wha t, but som e­ 
thing I ha d tha t is gone from m e—som e­ 
thing subtle a nd unexpla ina ble—som ething 
I never knew I ha d till I lost it—till it w a s 
gone—gone—gon e! 
Yesterda y m y men were m a rching vic­ 
toriously through the little town of Green­ 
ca stle, the ba nds a ll pla ying our glorious, 
soul inspiring southern a irs. “ The Bonny 
Blue F la g,” “ My M a ryla nd,” “ H er Bright 
Smile H a u n ts Me Still,” a nd the soldiers 
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a ll ha ppy, hopeful, jo y o u s l y keeping time 
to the music, m a ny follow ing it with their 
voices a nd ma king up for the w a nt of the 
welcome they were not receiving in the 
enem y's country by cheering them selves 
a nd giving them selves a welcome.

Then, either fea ring

men who felt a nd sa w my unspoken or­ 
der.

There appears to be no question 
but that Indiana needs a garnishee 
law. 
Various 
Indana 
legislatures 
have attempted to pass such a meas­ 
ure, but upon each occasion the bill 
has run foul of obstacles that could 
not be overcome. Commenting on the 
present 
attempt 
the 
Indianapolis 
Star says that there is 
considerable 
satisfaction over the fact that the 
warring elements usually found lined 
up against each other over this sort 
of a law are at peace and fully en­ 
dorse the 
Hillman 
garnishee 
bill, 
which is aimed at the “dead beat.” 
M. E. MeEwen, who is the head of 
the Minnesota State 
Federation of 
Labor, indorses the proposed law for 
Indiana, and most of the labor coun­ 
cils of the state do likewise. 
They 
say the bill i> a fair one/ It allows 
a 90 per cent, exemption 
of a deb­ 
tor’s wages, which compels him 
to 
pay 10% of them for the neces­ 
sities of life; 
in 
other 
words^ 
it 
gives the grocer and the general mer­ 
chant a chance to collect what is 
rightfully due him and 
enables an 
honest mail to secure credit in time 
of need and puts him in a 
position 
where he will not have to pay the

That is what 
Colonel George W. Goethals, engineer 
in chief at the Panama canal, has to 
say of the technical ex pert in charge 
of the construction of the great water­ 
way . 
The engineer in chief s|>oke his 
praise iu a recent interv iew at Wash­ 
ington. 
Colonel Goethals say s further: 
“ Colonel Hodges is a imm of detail. 
Wheu he designed tlie canal he worked 
out the designs in detail, nev er ov er­ 
looking any small thing which made 
for the success of the canal. 
As the 
work nears competition criticism of 
the project, technically or otherwise, 
is being refuted by the project itselt. 
“ It is not generally known why the 
approach wails of the locks are arched. 
The impression is that the arches were 
put luto the walls to sav e concrete 
That question nev er was considered 
by Colonel Hodges 
The reason he de­ 
signed the walls with arches was be­ 
cause of the danger of the waters of 
the lake washing up and into the lo ck s 
“ There is a mean wind which blows 
down across Lake Gatun from ttie 
northwest. 
Had the approach walls 
been of solid concrete the waters of 
the lake, whipped by the wind, would 
hav e washed into the locks 
As it is, 
the wind may whip the waters of Lake 
Gatun into a foam, but instead of pil­ 
ing up on the dam and into the locks 
the w aters will be driv en through the 
arches to the opposite side of tlie lake 


T o Com e U p F o r Pro m o tio n . 


“ The foregoiug is but one of the 
many details which Colonel Hodges 
considered when he designed the canal 
The mechanism for hinging the great 
gates was designed by Colonel Hodges. 
The ty pe of gate is of his design. 
“ Too much praise cannot be giv en 
Colonel Hodges for his part in the 
building of the canal. 
I reiterate that 
but for Colonel Hodges there would 
not hav e been a canal.” 
Because of his work and the credit 
giv en him by Colonel Goethals, Colo 
nel Hodges will come to President 
Elect Wiison as the leader among army 
officers for promotion. 
Colonel Hodges is the one most to be 
credited for the present stage of com­ 
pletion of the canal, a feat declared im­ 
possible by the foremost engineers of 
the world. 
He does the actual work 
from the engineering standpoint. Dur­ 
ing Colonel Goethals* absence he as­ 
sumes charge of the canal zone.

Since granduating among the first fiv e 
of the class of 18 8 1 of the Military 
academy he has won the distinction of 
being called one of the greatest engi­ 
neers of the day . 
For fiv e y ears he di­ 
rected the work of riv er and harbor 
fortifications, and in 19 01 he was made 
chief engineer of the department of 
Cuba. 
His work and repuation gained 
by skillful handling of all sorts of nav i­ 
gation and engineering problems led to 
his being selected as Colonel Goethals’ 
assistant. 
As a man he is unassuming, quiet 
and direct, 
lie lias the respect of ev ­ 
ery man under his superv ision, and on 
the isthmus he is considered a marv el. 
After it had been decided to build the 
Gatun dam it was necessary to deter­ 
mine the amount of water it would 
take to fill it to the spillway , the 
amount of water required to raise 
ships of a certain size, and then how 
best to utilize each gallon of water. 
In solv ing this problem he inv ented a 
sty le of lock which has now become the 
standard of the world. 
He designed 
locks so that ships of different lengths 
may be raised by using just water 
enough to lift It By a unique arrange­ 
ment of culv erts he so arranged the 
double set of locks that the water used 
for lowering a ship iu one set of locks

30.—A n umber of suf­ 
fragettes, un d ismayed by the jail sen ­ 
ten ces han d ed out in the Bow street 
police court, followed Premier Asquith 
to Leven , in Fifeshire, last n ight, an d 
con tin ued their militan t tactics outsid e 
of a hall in which the premier w as ad ­ 
d ressin g his con stituen ts. 
A stron g 
cord on of con stables was d raw n aroun d 
the hall, an d again st this the “Bashi- 
bazoukesses,” as the militan t suffa- 
gettes bave come to be called , d ashed 
wild ly but in vain . 
On e of them was 
prepared again st repulse. 
She had 
pai>er con tain in g red pepper which she 
blew in to the faces of the officers who 
opposed lier. 
She was arrested . 
The situation is so ten se that the 
suffragettes are begin n in g to fall out 
with their frien d s. They broke up the 
an n ual meetin g of the labor party, 
held yesterd ay in ï/n id on .
